"Wednesday Morning, May 26, 1869^ 

"7„o7a telegram recetvod by a gentle- 
man in this oiiy from a Cabinet Minis- 
ter at Ottawa wo loarn that our pro^ 
dictions in relation to the acceptance 
of the terms for the transfer ot the 
North-west Territory to the Dominion- 
R l Government, aro verified, and that 
that fine territory is now virtually 
a part of Canada. Tbo news is cer- 
tainly important as marking tho ad- 
vances made towarda tbo period when 
this Colony will become a part of tbo 
• confederacy ; but tho time for lhat 
coDsnmmation mty yot bo distant, 
and while setting our house in order 
for tho final ev 3 nt, wo must do tho 
best to make ourselves constable and 
happy in tho interim ; that H, wo must 
go on with our efforts to improve tho 
government and the country us if Con- 
federation was extremely remote. Any 
Bubstantial progress wo make will 
tend to make terms with the Dominion 
easier of settlement. Wo must, lor 
instance, get more land under cultiva- 
tion so as to bo able to provide our- 
selves with all tbo necessaries of life at 
as cheap a rato as it can bo supplied 
to us by our neighbors ; wo want a 
groater quantity of livo stock ; but more 
important than all, wo want a larger 
permanent population. We aro not 
preparod to admit all that is said by 
the opponents of Confederation on the 
BUbject of the injury that would be in- 
flicted on this Colony by the applies 
tion of a Tariff adapted for the east 
and the Atlantic but regarded by 
Borne as wholly incompatible with the 
welfare of tho West and the Pacific. 
Yet no ouo can escape tho fact that 
our farmers are poor and have neither 
capital nor machinery to cultivate ovon 
the small surfaco alroady cleared, and 
aro therefore wholly unable to compete 
■with tho agriculturists of tbo neigh- 
boring territories. A short timo, 
however, will rapidly romovo that dif- 
ference. Wo aro making wonderful 
improvements every year, and a very 
few years will set us all right. This 
■wo think may bo woll counted on, 
heDCO, although the timo for casting in 
our lot with tho Dominion creeps 
nearer every day, a period may yot 
•lapse sufficient to admit, of vast im- 
provement 111 evory UiTloion of. our 

commonwealth, and to this task wo 
must stead, ly apply ourselves. Bo- 
cauae the haven looms near is no 
reason why wo Bhould cast down our 
oars or expose ourselves to wrock 
from carelessnoes. Wo must toil as 
perseveringly and use tho same amount 
of circumspection as if our delivor- 
ance were very distant; if an inherit- 
ance is to como into our possession in 
two or three years, wo a e not there, 
fore to sit down supinely and wait till 
the" happy event occurs. Wo might 
starve meanwhile. Lot us continue 
our efforts to reduce tho cost of gov- 
ernment, increaso our population, foster 
and extend our commerce, afford addi» 
tional facilities to tho shipping iutorest 
by the formation of a graving dock, 
and stimulate the mining interests by 
conceding privileges to bona fide com- 
panies who will dovelopo our minoral 
wealth. In this way wo shall secure 
present prosperity and a bettor esti- 
mate in tho eyes of those wo desire to 
impress with our importance. We 
shall also tako tho position among com- 
munities that tho valuo of the country 
and our fidelity to it deserve — a posi- 
tion tbat will secure us advantages 
and a status lhat >v ill evjr afterward* 
remain to us,
